[(9] (12) "Medical assistant" means an unlicensed individual working under the
indirect supervision of a licensed osteopathic physician and surgeon and engaged in specific
tasks assigned by the licensed osteopathic physician and surgeon in accordance with the
standards and ethics of the profession.

(13) "Medically underserved area" means a geographic area in which there is a

shortage of primary care health services for residents, as determined by the Department of
Health.

(14) "Medically underserved population" means a specified group of people living in a

defined geographic area with a shortage of primary care health services, as determined by the
Department of Health.

[(16)] (15) (a) (i) "Nonablative procedure" means a procedure that is expected or
intended to alter living tissue, but is not expected or intended to excise, vaporize, disintegrate,
or remove living tissue.

(i1) Notwithstanding Subsection [(16}] (15)(a)(i), nonablative procedure includes hair
removal.

(b) "Nonablative procedure" does not include:

(1) a superficial procedure as defined in Section 58-1-102;

(i1) the application of permanent make-up; or

(ii1) the use of photo therapy lasers for neuromusculoskeletal treatments that are
preformed by an individual licensed under this title who is acting within the individual's scope
of practice.

[(tDH] (16) "Physician" means both physicians and surgeons licensed under Section
58-67-301, Utah Medical Practice Act, and osteopathic physicians and surgeons licensed under
Section 58-68-301, Utah Osteopathic Medical Practice Act.

[(t2)] (17) (a) "Practice of osteopathic medicine" means:

(1) to diagnose, treat, correct, administer anesthesia, or prescribe for any human
disease, ailment, injury, infirmity, deformity, pain, or other condition, physical or mental, real
or imaginary, or to attempt to do so, by any means or instrumentality, which in whole or in part

doctor of osteopathic medicine but is not a licensed osteopathic physician and surgeon in Utah
may use the designation "D.O." if it is followed by "Not Licensed" or "Not Licensed in Utah"
in the same size and style of lettering.

Medical Boards.

(ii) be consistent with the skill, training, and competence of the fassistant¥associate

physician;

(ii1) specify jointly agreed-upon protocols. or standing orders for the delivery of health

care services by the 1 associate physician;

(iv) provide complete names, home and business addresses. zip codes. and telephone

numbers of the collaborating physician and the t associate physician:

(v) list all other offices or locations besides those listed in Subsection (1)(b)(iv) where

the collaborating physician authorizes the t associate physician to prescribe;

(vi) require at every office where the fasststanttrassociate physician is authorized to

prescribe in collaboration with a physician a prominently displayed disclosure statement

informing patients that patients may be seen by an {asststantrassociate physician and have the

right to see the collaborating physician;

(3) (a) A physician or surgeon licensed and in good standing under Section 58-68-302

may enter into a collaborative practice arrangement with an {asststant}tassociate physician
licensed under Section 58-68-302.5.

(b) A physician or surgeon may not enter into a collaborative practice arrangement

with more than three full-time equivalent fasststanttassociate physicians.

(c) (1) No contract or other agreement shall:

(A) require a physician to act as a collaborating physician for an fasststant¥rassociate

physician against the physician's will;

(B) deny a collaborating physician the right to refuse to act as a collaborating

hysician, without penalty, for a particular 1 associate physician: or

(C) limit the collaborating physician's ultimate authority over any protocols or standing
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orders or in the delegation of the physician's authority to any fasststantiassociate physician.

(i1) Subsection (3)(c)(3)(C) does not authorize a physician, in implementing such

protocols, standing orders. or delegation, to violate a hospital's established applicable standards

for safe medical practice.
